Willlamsburg, was a very poor man,
but hearing that the President  was
1Hin Washington, he went to see tilo
leuding merchant of the town nnd'
asked for the loan of £100 to pay the
cxpenges of the -trlp. . The merchant
efused. At that  very moment ihe
President was . .dead. . The first news
the following day, when o fast
sldop arrived ' at’ College Creck
with -an  officlal messenger, who in-
tdrmed Tyler that he  was President
of 'the Unlted States. 3

the money hastened to Tylery home,
announecing that. It would atfored him
great-.pleasure to!lend thie President
$500.
